A FRAIL 90-year-old war veteran has 
been left housebound after his motor¬ 
ised scooter was written off in an acci¬ 
dent with a delivery truck. 

John Connolly, right, was hit by shrapnel 
while fighting for his country in the Second 
World War and is now unable to walk properly. 

He relies on the scooter, which he bought from 
the Motability centre in Harlow, to get out of his 
home in The Dashes. 

But the vehicle was damaged beyond repair when 
it was struck by a TNT delivery truck and it looked 
as though Mr Connolly would have to buy a new one 
when the company refused to accept liability. 

“The truck came up to the last point in The 
Dashes,” said Mr Connolly. “I was on the curb and 
he was driving over to The Hides. I thought I’ve got 
time to cross the road. 

“I then started to get the scooter on the road but 
the driver reversed back so he could turn the other 
way. He was going very, very fast.” 

Mr Connolly was not hurt in the accident and the 
lorry driver stopped and exchanged details with him. 

But later the company disputed Mr Connolly’s 
version of events and refused to admit any liability,

leaving his son Lee fuming. 

“My father is 90 and we don’t really want to drag 
him through courts to get anything out of the situ¬ 
ation,” he said. “All he wants to be able to do is get 
into town and pick up his newspaper.” 

Mr Connolly added: “Moving about is very diffi¬ 
cult now,” he said. “I’ve tried walking but it’s very, 
very difficult.” 

A spokesman for TNT Express said that their 
investigation of the incident had failed to attach any 
blame to the lorry driver. 

However, after being contacted by the Star, the 
company agreed to make a gesture of goodwill in 
the form of “a financial contribution to either the 
repair or replacement of the scooter”. 

The spokesman added: 

“We have now reached an 
agreement with the fam¬ 
ily and as far as we 
are concerned the 
matter has been 
amicably 
eluded.”

OAFS SCOOTER 


Football fan falls 
on tracks during 
rail station attack 


TRANSPORT police are 
investigating an assault in which a 
football fan from Harlow fell on to 
rail tracks after being attacked. 
The victim, a 23-year-old man, had 
been talking to friends on the 
platform at Tottenham Hale 
station when he left for a short 
while to buy drinks. 

When he returned he was 
confronted by a man who asked 
him if he supported Chelsea. 

When he said he did he was 
punched repeatedly in the face. 

As he tried to run to safety the 
attacker hurled a beer can which 
struck him on the back of the 
head, causing him to fall onto the 
tracks. 

Following the attack the victim 
was helped on to a train back to 
Harlow by his friends. He later 
went to hospital where an x-ray 
revealed a broken bone. 

The attacker is described as a 
white man, between 35-40, around 
5ft 8ins tall, of medium build with 
short grey or white hair. He was 
wearing jeans and a navy blue 
jacket with a Tottenham Hotspur 
crest on the right hand side. 

A British Transport Police 
spokesman said: “This was a 
violent attack that appears to have 
been completely unprovoked. I 
would urge anyone who has any 
information that could assist our 
investigation to contact us.”

A TEAM of archeaologists 
have solved the mystery of 
the Roman ruins uncovered 
in Harlow last month. 

Last month the Star reported 
that the remains of what was 
thought to be an ancient build¬ 
ing had been discovered by 
workmen preparing the founda¬ 
tions of a new children’s play¬ 
ground at Prentice Place in 
Potter Street. 

Research has now shown that the 
building, which has been hidden for 
1,800 years, was a Roman tile kiln. 

Tiles, pottery and bricks discov¬ 
ered on site were investigated by a 
team from Wessex Archaeology. 

The experts said the construction 
of the building’s walls using tegula 
and brick were typical of a kiln 
structure. 


And analysis of the dark carbon- 
rich soils which contained 2nd or 
3rd century Roman pottery con¬ 
firmed the archaeologists’ suspi¬ 
cions that the building was used for 
industrial purposes. 

The remains will be protected in 
situ with a carefully laid series of 
aggregates. 

Once they are covered over, work 
will recommence on the playground 
which is part of Harlow Renai-

ssance’s regeneration of Prentice 
Place. Chief executive Andrew 
Bramidge said: “This has been a 
very exciting discovery for the 
town. 

“Whilst small in scale, it does 
clearly prove that the Romans had a 
presence in the neighbourhood. 

“It also demonstrates that the 
legacy of pottery production in this 
area goes back much further than 
has previously been thought.”

one acting suspiciously. 

“It is estimated that the blaze 
caused around £50,000 worth of 
damage to the greenhouse.”

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Claw blimey, It's 
a giant box crab 



A GIGANTIC crab 
that scuttled into 
the net of a 
Cornish fisherman 
could be one of 
the largest ever 
found in British 
waters, according 
to experts. 

The rare box crab - 
who’s been nicknamed 
Spud because of his 
potato-like body - 
measures just under a 
metre long. 

The previous record 
holder was 119cm long, 
but experts say Spud is 
missing a claw that will 
see him smash the 
record when it grows 
back. 

Box crabs are usually 
found three kilometres 
underwater but Spud 
was caught at a depth 
of just 110 metres. They 
are thought to grow up 


to 2m in length but are 
rarely found in 
fishermen’s nets 
because they prefer 
much deeper waters. 

It's hoped Spud will 
soon be well enough to 
go on display at the 
Blue Reef Aquarium in 
Newquay but until then 
he's being fed up on a 
delicious diet of rotten 
starfish! 

Aquarium spokesman 
Matt Slater said Spud 


was one of the 
strangest-looking crabs 
he’d ever seen. 

“It looks like something 
from another planet and 
has caused quite a stir 
among all the staff 
here,” he said. 

“It has weird eyes on 
stalks which look like 
bicycle handlebars and 
a strange pair of 
backward-facing 
pincers.”

Hospital keeps the 
winter woes at bay 


D espite having to cope 
with one of the coldest 
winters in recent 
decades, Harlow’s Princess 
Alexandra Hospital has been 
able to maintain its levels of 
service to patients. 

All patients referred urgently to 
the hospital, such as those with 
suspected cancer, have been 
consistently seen within two 
weeks by hospital specialists - one 
of the best records in the east of 
England. 

And the vast majority of routine 
operations and treatments were 
undertaken within 18 weeks of 
patients’ referral to the hospital. 

Chris Pocklington, chief executive of 
the PAH NHS Trust, said: “Our staff 
have worked tremendously hard to 
ensure that the thousands and 
thousands of patients who come to us 


for emergency and elective surgery 
have been treated quickly and 
effectively. 

“This has been a very busy winter, yet 
we retain our proud record of never 
closing our A&E department to 
patients. 

“This has only been possible because 
of the efforts of staff and managers to 
keep beds available and services going 
during the worst of the weather. 

“Some hospitals have also been 
strickened by the norovirus bug 
forcing them to close completely to 
patients and visitors. Although we 
have had isolated outbreaks of the bug 
over the past four months, we have 
been able to control the spread by the 
vigorous application of our infection 
control policies which have also seen 
dramatic falls in other hospital 
acquired infections such as MRSA 
and Clostridium difficile. 

“Again, this is down to the hard work 
and vigilance of all staff.”

Staff in maternity unit are 
kept busy by baby boom 



T HE maternity unit at 
Princess Alexandra 
Hospital has easily 
surpassed its own target of 
delivering 3,800 babies during 
2009/10. 

From April 1, 2009 to March

Digestive 

disorder 

affecting 

one-in-six 

A PRIL is international IBS 
awareness month. But 
what is IBS? 

It actually stands for irritable 
bowel syndrome, a condition 
which affects thousands of 
people worldwide. 

IBS is a long-term condition 
which affects the digestive 
system and causes recurring 
pain or discomfort in the 
abdomen, a bloated feeling in 
the tummy and problems in 
going to the toilet. 

It can develop at any age but 
most people have their first 
symptoms between the ages of 
15 and 40, with women more 
likely to have severe symptoms. 
One in six people in the UK 
have occasional symptoms but 
because the symptoms are mild 
and/or occasional, they don’t go 
to see a doctor. 

But for some people the 
symptoms are severe. Apart 
from pain and discomfort in the 
abdomen, sufferers may also 
get: 

# excess wind 
% feeling sick 
% indigestion 
% backache 
% tiredness 
% feeling full 
# bladder problems. 

The exact cause of IBS is 
unknown. It may be in people’s 
genetic make-up and thus 
hereditary, or the individual 
may have increased sensitiviy to 
gas inside the bowel. 

Stress is also seen as a 
contributory factor in causing 
the symptoms and fatty foods 
and drinks such as tea or coffee 
may make the condition worse. 
If you think you have any of the 
above symptoms and they are 
getting worse, then you should 
go and see your GP. You may be 
asked to provide a sample of 
your faeces for testing as the 
IBS may be caused by an 
infection. 

You may be referred to hospital 
for further tests including a 
sigmoidoscopy or colonoscopy, 
where the doctors look inside 
the bowel and may take a biopsy 
- a small piece of tissue - for 
analysis. 

There is no cure for IBS but the 
symptoms can be reduced by 
medicines and changes to 
lifestyle and diet. These include: 
# eating regular meals 
% drinking fluid but limiting 
drinks with caffeine such as 
coffee and alcohol 
# cutting down on fibre foods 
such as wholemeal bread 
# eating no more than three 
portions of fruit a day 
# avoiding processed foods. 
Oats - found in cereals and 
porridge - are proven to reduce 
bloating symptoms.

Arson probe after 
blaze at workshop

POLICE and firefighters have laun¬ 
ched an investigation into the cause of 
a blaze that ripped through a work¬ 
shop and destroyed four vehicles. 

Fire crews from Harlow, Epping and 
Sawbridgeworth were sent to tackle the 
inferno in Reeves Lane, Roydon, shortly 
before 3pm on Saturday. 

The building was completely alight when they 
arrived and flames had already spread to three 
cars and a removal van. 

Teams of firefighters wearing breathing appa¬ 
ratus used two hose reels and jets and a thermal 
imaging camera in an operation that lasted until 
5pm. 

A plume of smoke towered over the scene. 
Neighbours also reported explosions, thought to 
be fuel in the vehicles igniting, and flames rose 
up above the surrounding trees, buildings and 
greenhouses. 

A woman who lives in Epping Road told the 
Star: “It was massive and quite frightening. It 
went on for a long time and I thought it might 
spread.” Another added: “I was in Epping and I 
could see the smoke from there.” 

A 71-year-old woman suffering from shock 
was placed in the care of the East of England 
Ambulance Service suffering from shock. 

A spokesman for Essex County Fire and 
Rescue Service said: “The cause of the fire is 
unknown at this stage but ECFRS and the police 
will be carrying out an investigation.” 



Fake goods seized 
in market raid by 
trading standards 

MARKET traders caught selling fake 
designer goods have been warned they will 
have their stock confiscated and face pros¬ 
ecution. 

The warning comes just days after trad¬ 
ing standards officers from Essex County 
Council Trading seized hundreds of coun¬ 
terfeit items from two traders at the popu¬ 
lar Saturday market at North Weald 
Airfield. 

The haul included copies of designer 
label clothing by Ralph Lauren, Franklin & 
Marshall and Lyle & Scott, as well as 
hoodies featuring the logo of pop group 
JLS. The items had a total sale value of 
£30,000 but the full retail value of genuine 
items has been estimated at around 
£ 120 , 000 . 

Both traders were given warnings and 
told their goods will be destroyed. 

Around 200 items of counterfeit jew¬ 
ellery were also seized and two other 
traders were advised to stop selling certain 
types of black toy guns which contravene 
the Violent Crime Reduction Act (Realistic 
Imitation Firearms) Regulations 2007. 

A spokesman for the trading standards 
unit said it was taking a “zero tolerance”’ 
approach to the sale of counterfeit goods 
and officers would be working undercover 
at car boot sales and markets every week¬ 
end to ensure that Essex is kept fake free. 

County councillor Tracey Chapman, 
cabinet member with responsibility for 
trading standards said: “Counterfeiting is a 
serious offence and I would like to remind 
traders that it simply won’t be tolerated in 
Essex. 

“Residents should be aware that 
although fake items look like the real thing, 
they are more than likely to be poor imita¬ 
tions and could be dangerous.”

Winter garden idea 
left out in the cold 


A NYONE visiting the 
West Gate area of 
Harlow town centre 
recently can’t have failed to 
notice the 14 new tree 
planters recently installed. 
But far from branching out in a 
new direction, the idea actually 
takes a leaf out of Harlow 
masterplanner Sir Frederick 
Gibberd’s design book. 

Back in the 1970s, Sir Frederick came 
up with the idea of an enclosed winter 
garden for the area. Unfortunately, it 
failed to take root and did not see the 
light of day until Harlow Renaissance 
introduced its copse-in-a-box idea. 

Sir Frederick’s problem was that the 
square was too open and lacked any 
kind of interest, according to Harlow: 
The Story of a New Town. 

Architects prepared several designs for 
sitting areas, fountains and sculptures 
but they were considered 
“insignificant” in so large an open 
space to be anything more than 
decorative, according to the book. 

“It seemed that there had to be a long 
single-storey building or structure of 
some kind down the centre of the 
square,” wrote Sir Frederick. “I then 
thought of a long narrow winter 
garden which, being translucent, 
would occupy the space without

completely blocking the views from 
one side to the other. 

“It could be a place to sit out of the 
shopping bustle in summer and in 
winter a refuge from rain and wind.” 
Plans, now in the archive at the 
Museum of Harlow, were drawn up 
and a model of the proposal was made 
but the idea was eventually shelved 
when Sir Fredrick took it to Harlow 
Council. 

“It was criticised, among other things, 
for being too narrow for a winter 
garden, too inflexible, overshadowed 
by other buildings,” he said. 

“I cited the winter garden at Coutts 
Bank in the Strand and although I got 
agreement that the plants would 
thrive, it was in vain. The scheme was 
thrown out by the council on running 
costs - in my view grossly 
overloaded.” 

He added: "The enclosed garden at 
Coutts Bank has won Civic Trust and 
other awards. Widely publicised, it has 
been besieged by visitors. 

“The Harlow winter garden could 
have had the same success. Were it not 
for the petty and unimaginative minds 
that resist any unusual enterprise, a 
dreary environment could have been 
set alight and pleasure given to a lot of 
people.”

IT'S a case of bottoms up for 
Harlow's longest-running am- 
dram group as they prepare to 
stage a peach of a spring 
production. 

Moot House Players are currently 
locked in rehearsals for two 
ambitious one-act plays set to open at 
Moot Hall on May 6, each with a 
distinctive down to earth appeal.

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The Peugeot RCZ is a pleasant 
surprise in all the important 
areas, with its accurate and 
weighty steering, good brakes 
and ride control. It delivers an 
impressive balance between 
sporting firmness and urban- 
speed comfort. IAIN DOOLEY 
takes it for a test drive. 


I f there’s one thing that’s 
guaranteed to frustrate 
motoring journalists it’s 
when a car maker wheels out a 
stunning concept but fails to 
follow through with a 
production model. 

You see it all the time at motor 
shows; crowds are wowed and 
column inches are generated ... 
then nothing. 

Peugeot has decided to break 
with industry tradition, 
however. The French firm, on a 
roll with a slew of much 
improved products, decided to 
pull the trigger on a show car 
that stunned the critics. Say 
hello to the RCZ. 

Visually it’s unlike anything the 
company has produced. Keen to 
rekindle interest after a few 
lacklustre mainstream models 
and the perceived abandoning of 
the GTi sub-brand, Peugeot has 
played a blinder. 

It’s rare for any of the fancy 
styling details of a concept car 
to reach the production version. 
The finger is usually pointed at 
the extra cost or complexity of 
such things. Peugeot thought the 
RCZ’s double-bubble roof, 
complex rear screen and 


associated metal roof rails were 
worth saving. The decision was 
the right one, as those features 
have rightly become a major 
talking point. 

Regardless of what direction 
you approach the RCZ, there’s 
only one word to describe it: 
bold. Granted, head-on it’s 
unmistakably a Peugeot. 
Visually the car’s nose is an 
evolution of the corporate 
family face, but its squat stance 
and compact dimensions have 
predictably drawn comparisons 
with Audi’s TT. 

The two cars are similar in 
terms of packaging but that’s 
where the similarities end. 
Price-wise the Peugeot 
undercuts the Audi by a 
significant margin. Along with 
its flowing curves and clever 
pop-up rear wing, the RCZ is 
every inch a supermodel and 
puts the plain Jane TT in the 


shade. Who’d have thought it? 
However, looks will only get you 
so far. Along with rediscovering 
its style mojo, Peugeot has 
pulled out all the stops in the 
driving department. 

Once famed for its hot hatches, 
recent Peugeots have displayed a 
more mature approach to ride 
and handling. It’s fair to say the 
policy hasn’t pleased the grass 
roots fans, but with the RCZ 
Peugeot has made a big step 
back in the right direction. 

A pleasant surprise in all the 
important areas - ride, comfort, 
refinement, driveability and 
performance - the RCZ points to 
a healthy future for the brand. 
With its accurate and weighty 
steering, good brakes and ride 
control, there’s much for the 
enthusiastic driver to like. 

In keeping with the car’s low- 
slung stance, the driving 


position offers a wealth of 
adjustment and the ability to sit 
low and relaxed inside the snug 
cabin. 

Along with the strides made in 
the handling department, the 
car’s modest engine line-up also 
deserves a mention. It’s only 
modest in terms of numbers, 
with Peugeot obviously keen to 
keep its halo model a bit special. 
From launch there’s a choice 
between two petrol motors and a 
diesel. The entry-level car gets a 
1.6-litre 156 horsepower turbo 
petrol motor plus there’s a 200 
horsepower flagship unit. On the 
diesel front there’s a 163 
horsepower, 2.0-litre HDi engine. 
All come with a six-speed 
manual gearbox. 

What’s abundantly clear from a 
drive in the two high power cars 
is that the diesel offers a more 
relaxed experience than the racy 
petrol unit. Anyone seeking out 


a compact, affordable mini-GT 
will love the HDi-powered RCZ. 
There’s no need for a constant 
flurry of gear changes and you 
can take full advantage of the 
engine’s ample torque reserves 
for effortless overtaking or 
trickling along in city traffic. 
Switching to the flagship petrol- 
powered RCZ reveals a more 
racy character. If you like 
working an engine hard, you”ll 
soon warm to the 200 
horsepower THP unit’s 
willingness to rev Combined 
with the short and snappy 
manual gearshift, the car’s 
playful nature allows you to 
push hard on challenging roads 
with the upmost confidence. It 
also sounds good, too. 

Whichever engine you choose, 
Peugeot's RCZ won’t disappoint. 
The driving experience is 
genuinely rewarding and it 
looks great, two things you need 
for success in the premium 
coupe market. 

That the car is also good value is 
no accident. The two trim levels 
(Sport, GT) include a lengthy list 
of standard kit, running from 
alloy wheels, air-con, sports 
seats and a decent stereo in the 
Sport to bigger wheels, leather, 
parking sensors plus auto lights 
and wipers for the GT variant 
Good value, good looking and 
good to drive? It might sound too 
good to be true but with the RCZ 
Peugeot has managed to pull the 
rabbit out of the proverbial hat. 
Unlike the infamous magic trick, 
the result is down to hard work, 
dedication and creative bravery
